I Queftion not but moft of my Readers will be 

very well pleafed to hear, that my Friend the 
Fox-hunter, of whofe Arrival in Town, I gave 
Notice in my 44th Paper, is become a Convert 
tothe prefent Eftablifhment, and a good Subje& 
to King GEORGE. The Motives to his Con- 
verfion fhall be the Subje@ of this Paper, as they 
may be of ufe to other Perfons who labour un- 
der thofe Prejudices and Prepoffeffions, which 
hung fo long upon the Mind of my worthy 
Friend. Thefe { had an Opportunity of learn- 
ing the other Day, when, at his Requett, we 
took a Ramble together to fee the Curiofities 
of this great Town. 

The firft Circumftance, as he ingenuoufly 
COnfeffed to me (while we were in the Coach 
together) which helped to difabufe him, was 
feeing King Charles 1. on Horfeback, at Cha- 
ring-Crofs; for he was fure that Prince could 
never have kept his Seat there, had the Stories 
been true he had heard in the Countrey, that 
Forty One was come about again. , 

He owned to me that he looked with Hor- 
ror on the new Church that is half built in the 
Strand, as taking it at firft fight to be half de- 
molifhed: But upon enquiring of the Work- 
men, was agreeably furprized to find, that ine 
ftead of pulling it down, they were building it 
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up; and that Fifty more were raifing in other 
Parts of the Town. 

To thefe I muft add a third Circumftance, 
which I find had no {mall Share in my Friend’s 
Converfion. Since his coming to Town, he 
chanced to look into the Church of St. Pail, 
about the middle of Sermon-time, where ha- 
ving firft examined the Dome, to fee if it {tood 
fafe, (for the Screw-Plot ftill ran in his Head) 
he obferved, that the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen, 
and City-Sword were a part of the Congrega- 
tion. This Sight had the more Weight with 
him, as by good Luck not above two of that 
Venerable Body were fallen a-fleep. 

This Difcourfe held us till we came to the 
Tower; for our firft Vifit was to the Lions. 
My Friend, who had a greatdeal of Talk with 
their Keeper, enquired very much after their 
Health, and whether none of them had fallen 
fick upon the taking of Perth, and the Flight ot 
the Pretender? and hearing they were never 
better in their Lives, I found he was extremely 
ftartled: For he had learned from his Cradle, 
that the Lions in the Tower were the beft Judg- 
es of the Title of our Britifh Kings, and al- 
ways fympathized with our Soveraigns. 

fter having here fatiated our Curiofity, we 
repaired to the Mozument, where my Fellow- 
Traveller, being a well-breathed Man, mount- 
e@ the Afcent with much Speed and Adtivity. 
I was forced to halt fo often in this perpendicu- 
tar March, that, upon my joining him on the 
Top of the Pillar, I found he had counted all 
the Steeples and Towers which were difcernible 
from this advantageous Situation, and was en- 
deavouring to compute the Number of Acres 
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they ood upon. We were both of us very 
well pleafed with this part of the Profpeé&t ; but 
I found he caft an evil Eye upon feveral Ware- 
houfes, and other Buildings, that looked like 
Barns, and feemed capable of receiving great 
Multitudes of People.

_ We defcended very leifurely, my Friend be- 
ing careful to count the Steps, which he regi- 
fter’d in a blank Leaf of his new Almanack. 


pon our coming to the bottom, obferving an. 
Englife Infcription upon the Bafis,. he read it- 


ver feveral Times, andtold me he could {carce 
believe his own Eyes, for that he had often 
heard from an old Attorney, who lived near him 
in the Countrey, that it was the Presbyterians 


who burned down the City ;. whereas, fays he,. 


this Pillar pofitively affirms in fo:many Words, 
that the burning of this ancient City was begun and 
carried on by the Treachery and Malice of the Po- 
pif Faction, in order to the carrying on their hor- 
rid Plot for extirpating the Proteftant Religion, 
and old Englith Liberty and introducing Popery 
and Slavery. This Account, which he looked 
upon to be more authentick, than if it had been 
in Print, I found, madea very great Impreflion: 
upon him. 

We now took Coach again, and made thebeft 
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fonnd he did not much care to venture himfelf 
into the Throng of that Place; for he told me 
he had heardthey were, generally {peaking, Re- 
publicans, and was afraid of having his Pocket 
pick’d amongft them.

To continue this good Difpofition in my 
Friend, after a fhort {tay at Stocks Market, we 
drove away direétly for the Mexzfe, where he 
was not a little edified with the Sight of thofe 
fine Sets of Horfes which have been brought 
over from Hazover, and with the Care that is 
taken of them. He made many good Remarks 
upon this Occafion, and was fo pleafed with 
his Company, that I had much ado to get him 
out of the Stable.

Wall given them; and that he had heard the 
Bells ring to Prayers from Morning to Night, 
in fome Part of the Town or another. 

As he was full of thefehoneft Reflections, it 
happened very luckily for us that one of the 
King’s Coaches paffed by with the three young 
Princefles in it, whom by an accidental Stop 


we had an Opportunity of furveying for fome 
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Time: My Friend was ravifhed with the Beau- 
ty, Innocence, and Sweetnefs, that appeared in 
all their F'aces. He declared feveral Times that 
they were the fineft Children he had ever feen 
it all his Life; and affured me that, before this 
Sight, if any one had told him it had been pof- 
fible for three fuch pretty Children to have been 


_ born out of Exg/aud, he fhould never have be- 


jrevéed them. 


. We were now walking together in the Park, 


and as it is ufual for-Men who are naturally 
warm and heady, to be tran{ported with the 
greatelt Flufh of Good-nature when they are 
once {weetened ; he owned to me very frankly, 
he had been much impofed upon by thofe falfe 
Accounts of things he had heard in the Coun- 
trey; and that he would make it his Bufinefs, 
upon his Return thither, to fet his Neighbours 
right, and give them a more juft Notion of the 
prefent State of Affairs. 

What confirm’d my Friend in this excellent 
Temper of Mind, and gave him an inexpreflible 
Satisfa€tion, was a Medlage he received, as we 
were walking together, from the Prifoner, for 
whom he had given his Teftimony in his late 
Tryal. This Perfon having been condemned 
for his Part inthe late Rebellion, fent him word 
that His Majefty had been gracioufly pleafed to 
Reprieve him, with feveral of his Friends, in 
order, as it was thought, to give them their 
Lives ; and that he hoped before he went out of 


Town they fhould have acheerful Meeting, and. 


drink Health and Profperity to King George.
